EMEIIGENCY ASSISTANCE 

Alberta Works 
seeing ‘very 
high demand’ 
tor its services

Ihe province is seeing more 
and more people looking for 
emergency income support, 
lending to lineups at many Al¬ 
berta Works offices. 

Statistics released by the de¬ 
part ment show an increase of 
7.8 per cent in visits to offices 
in January over the same time 
a year prior, and an increase of 
9.4 per cent in December over 
December 2014. 

Alberta Works provides emer¬ 


gency assistance to people who 
are out of work to deal with ne¬ 
cessities like housing and food. 

The government's overall 
caseload for people on income 
support climbed nearly 20 per 
cent last year. 

Human Services Minister 
Irfan !iabir said it's an unfortu¬ 
nate situation that they hope 
to address. 

"It’s pretty concerning and 
we are experiencing very high 
demand ... particularly in Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton " said Sabir. 

Sabir said the department 
has turned its phone line into 
a 2A(7 operation and has added 
staff to the office, while also 
looking at increased operat¬ 
ing hours. 

"We're committed to ensur¬ 
ing that Albertans are receiv¬ 
ing the support they need dur¬ 
ing these challenging rimes." 
he said.

The NDP government is milking 
sure its job grants actually do 
their job, according to ITemier 
Rachel Not ley. 

The i l7S-mi[l:onj(>bs creation 
plan — which promised to create 
up to 27.000 jobs by reimibnrsiiig 
employers up to 10 per cent of a 
new hire 's salary, to a maximum 
of S5,QQG — has been in limbo. 

On Monday, economic de¬ 
velopment and trade spokes¬ 
woman Marion Nader couldn’t 
confirm that the program is 
moving forward, but added it 
won't be cut 

Notley said the government 
is examining how likely it is the 
program will promote job ere 
ation. The government is also 
evaluating how it should best use 
the program's budgeted money, 
she said, adding the commit¬ 
ted dollars must be used wisely, 
given the current price of oil 
doesn't meet the government's 
October 2015 projections. 

Wild rose jobs critic Grant 
Hunter slammed the program, 
adding the NDP should scrap it. 

Alternatively, Hunter said the 
government should lower the 
small business tax rate by one 
per cent — the reduction would 
help small businesses hire more 
people. 

Notley said the government 
will have more details on the 
plan when the government rolls 
out the budget in April. 


Comedy scene grows up

Underdog tapes 
new comedy 
album, Empress 
marks two years

Edmonton's independent com¬ 
edy scene seems to be hitting 
its stride as two of the most 
popular rooms celebrate major 
milestones this week. 

A handful of the city's rising 
comics took to the stage in the 
basement of the Black Dog pub 
on Whyte for the aptly named 
Underdog show Thursday to 
tape a new comedy album pro¬ 
duced by Toronto-based Com¬ 
edy Records. 

Meanwhile, the Empress 
Comedy Night is prepping for 
its two-year anniversary show 
on Sunday. 

It's a good time to be an in¬ 
dependent comedy show, says 
standup comic Glare Belford. 
performing in both shows. She 
got started in Edmonton and 
helped found the Empress show 
before moving to Toronto, but 
maintains ties to Edmonton’s 
growing community. 

She chalks recent success 
up partly to trend (“1 feel like 
comedy has gotten really hip in 
the last little while," she says) 
and partly to evolution of the 
local scenes both shows have 
been successful at attracting a 
newer, more progressive crowd. 

“The first show I ever did 
was full of my friends, to be 


at the mike three years ago, 
“but most of the time shows 
were very sparsely attended, 
or people didn't realize there 
was going to be a show." 

Having a go at comedy in Al¬ 
berta has always required the 
work ethic to tour the smaller 
venues scattered across the 
province, she says, but that's 
recently combined with a grow¬ 


ing art scene in Edmonton. 

“I think more and more 
these two scenes are starting 
to meet in the middle," Bel- 
ford says, “There's this really 
wonderful, aitsy comedy scene 
here." 

That's part of the reason 
why Comedy Records came 
to document the Underdog 
show, in one of their first for¬ 
ays into western Canada. The 


weekly standup show has been 
bringing local funny people 
to the basement of the Black 
Dog for almost three years — 
label head Barry Taylor calls it 
one of the best independent 
shows in Canada. 

“It’s this really big show that 
has this big vibe, and it’s a good 
snapshot of what's going on 
with the Edmonton comedy 
scene" 


Down the street at the Emp¬ 
ress, show co-organizer Carina 
Morton says she's also seen an 
uptick in interest. 

,L Jt probably comes from 
hanging out in the same places, 
and funny people get to know 
each other and appreciate other 
people’s art." she says. 

“It might surprise people 
how many comedians there 
and how strong they are."

CFR eyes 
Calgary 
as venue

As a professional bull rider. Soon 
Schiffner has competed in two 
of Canada’s biggest rodeo events 
15 times: the Calgary Stampede 
rodeo and the Canadian Finals 
Rodeo (CFR) — one in Calgary 
and one in Edmonton. 

But, now, there's talk about 
the Scoliabank iaddledome be¬ 
ing home to both. 

On Wednesday, the Canadian 
Professional Rodeo Association 
(CPRA) announced that it might 
leave Edmonton after the board 
of directors unanimously voted 
dowm a proposal submitted by 
the Oilers Entertainment Group 
and the City of Edmonton. 

" The piimaty thing is to put 
(the CFR) 
where the 
fans can 
get to it,” 
said SchifF- 
ner. "I don’t 
necessar¬ 
ily want to 
see it leave 
Edmonton, 
but, if it has 
to, Calgary's 
a great city 
for it* 

Dan Eddy, general manager for 
the CPRA, said that they wanted 
"what's fair" for their members. 

Eddy said that they're serious¬ 
ly considering venues in "about 
six" different cities. 

Kurt Kuriatz, spokesperson for 
the Calgary Stampede, agreed 
with Schiflner, saying that he's 
"hoping for a win-win solution 
for the CFR to stay in Edmonton/ 

" We feet that more rodeos in 
more cities builds more nxleo 
fans," he continued. "We think 
the Edmonton and the CFR go 
together just as well as Calgary 
and the Stampede,*

With 3.500 people on a waiting 
list for just one of Edmonton’s 
park and ride lots, council should 
consider making more spaces 
available for paid monthly users, 
aigues an advisory group to the 
city’s transit system. 

Currently a portion of spots at 
some park and ride locations are 


offered as monthly paid parking 
for £42, but the demand exceeds 
the supply in many cases with 
3.500 people on a waiting list for 
spots at Century Park, 

Making sure there's room for 
everyone will mean making park¬ 
ing spots' more expensive and 
encouraging more people to take 
the bus to the JJtl' station, argues 
the city's transportation advisory 
board in a new report going to 
council next week. 

“There is a clear need for an in¬ 
crease in supply. With the open¬ 
ing of the Metro line LKT rider- 
ship tuts increased and will create 
additional demand for Park and 
Ride in the northern sections of 
the transit system," reads the re¬ 
port from the volunteer group. 
"Converting more stalls to paid 
reserved parking will curb excess 


demand.” 

The city last looked at the 
issue in 2010 and the board is 
recommending council review 
the issue again. 

Coun. Michael Walters said 
he's prepared to consider the 
issue, but he’s not convinced 
about the need for more paid 
spots. 


“Our overall goal is to make 
transit more affordable and not 
more expensive so we have to 
weigh all those things," he said. 

Separately from the advisory 
.group’s report, city staff are also 
recommending the rules around 


where park and ride lots can go 
be relaxed. Currently, city policy 
restricts them to spots away from 
the core of the city. 

Natalie Lazurko, a director in 
the city's planning department, 
said the rules can make it diffi¬ 
cult to pursue creative solutions. 

“It's very prescriptive and it's 
very detailed," she said. 


Walters said he's open to some 
changes, but be doesn't want to 
see too many park and ride lots 
in the centre of the city. 

“Too much ptirk and ride takes 
up valuable land, which helps us 
meet our infill targets.”

Edmonton Police have ar¬ 
rested three people in con¬ 
nection with a home invasion 
that left one man seriously 
injured with a gunshot wound 
Monday. 

“We have some information 
that leads us to believe that 
the suspects had fair know¬ 
ledge of the residence. Drugs 
were involved but we don’t 
know of any gang-related as¬ 
sociations at this point,” said 
Det. Rick Dahl with the Ed¬ 
monton Police Service's north¬ 
east division. 

At about 2 p.m. on Keb. 29, 
police responded to reports of 
a break-and-enter and assault 
with a weapon in the 133 Av¬ 
enue and 25 Street area. 

A 31-year-old man had been 
shot with a gun inside his 
home. Two other people were 
also present at the time. 

A silver Pontiac Sun fire 
was seen leaving the scene, 
which police discovered later 
that afternoon at a residence 
also located in northeast Ed¬ 
ition ton. 

Police arrested 19-year-old 
Alison Burns, 34-year-old Keith 
McDermott and 46-year-old 
Steve Paxton. 

The three face multiple 
charges between them; they 
include housebreaking to 
commit aggravated assault, 
robbery with a firearm, as¬ 
sault with a weapon, posses¬ 
sion of stolen property under 
$5,000 and possession of body 
armour without a permit. 

The victim is currently re¬ 
covering in hospital and is in 
stable condition.

A public art workshop on iat- 
urday will live up to it's name 
allowing people to add their 
own touch to a new mural 
project for the Beaver Hills 
House Park. 

The workshop, led by Win¬ 
nipeg-born Metis artist Destiny 
Swiderski. will be held at the 
Drawing Room Studios and 
Salon on 97 Street. Partici¬ 
pants are encouraged to tell 
their own story Ehrough tex¬ 
tile drawings and colouring 
inside bird-shaped profiles, 
which will ultimately be silk- 
screened onto steel birds and 
attached to the Beaver Hills 
House Park wall, 

“It was important to me that 
it be a public participation- 
type project, one that's not 
simply about the artist," says 


Swiderski. “The idea here is 
to give the people of Edmon- 
ton a voice." 

In planning the project. 


Swiderski conducted exten¬ 
sive research into the park’s 
namesake hills, located east 
of Edmonton, which she dis¬ 


covered were an important 
migratory site for the Bohem¬ 
ian waxwing bird.

silhouettes, each inscribed 
with project participants’ de- 
signs. 

While the workshop is open 
to all participants, the project 
has placed a heavy r emphasis 
on indigenous voices. 

Cultural guidance for the 
project was provided by Elder 
jerry Saddleback of the Sam¬ 
son Cree First Nation, who 
provided the Cree language 
text (in both Latin and Cree 
syllables) for the mural. 

“The idea behind this pro¬ 
ject was to create a gateway 
into the park," Swiderski ex¬ 
plains. “With this mural, we 
will literally have the com¬ 
munity welcoming people in 
by way of the bird moEifs.”

Alberta First Nations say L hey did 
not see the promised nation-to- 
nation relationship at the Prime 
Minister's meetings on climate 
in Vancouver. 

“Erst Nation people were just 
asked to come and visit the pre¬ 
miers and Prime Minister," said 
Treaty ft Grand Chief Tony Alexis. 

Alexis said First Nations were 
disappointed to learn they would 
not have a seat at the table dur¬ 
ing the Prime Ministers meet¬ 
ing with the premiers. Prime 
Minister Trudeau had a separate 
meeting with Indigenous lead¬ 
ers and aboriginal organizations 
and then a meeting with the pre¬ 
miers and their representatives. 
Alexis did secure a spot to the 
First Ministers meeting as pail 
of Minister of indigenous Rela¬ 
tions Richard Feehan's delega¬ 
tion. And although .Alexis thanks 
Feehan, he's disappointed that 
elected chiefs did not have a 
more direct role,

If you've ever been curious 
about the ABCs of Edmonton 
place names (or, your Argyll* 
Beverly* Castledo wns), you'll 
be pleased ta know a new pro¬ 
ject is launching Friday that 
plans to explore their hidden 
meanings. 

Naming Edmonton is a new 
data project from geographer 
and open-data advocate Matt 
Dance. 

Dance is hoping to crowd- 
source help to create a digital 
collection of names that can be 
manipulated by researchers or 
other curious Edmontonians. 

Years ago, he found a book 
called "Naming Edmonton: 
From Ada to Zoie." Created 
by the city, it's a list of all the 
place names in town* 


"It's similar to what geog¬ 
raphers would have had on 
their desks for hundreds of 
years — but you know, of 
course, people don't have 
books on their desk any more," 
he said.

Day this weekend, he plans to 
take the approximately 10,000 
names and transfer them into 
MS Excel files* 

Once the data is In a more 


usable form, he's seeking 
people to help him add infor¬ 
mation — the ethnic back¬ 
ground of each name, for ex¬ 
ample— and assist in using the 
names to learn more about the 
history of Edmonton*

date of implementation,’ 1 he 
said.

T he working group is one of 
four announced by I'mdeau i n 
Vancouver on Thursday after a 
day-long dimatechange meeting 
with first ministers. 

Trudeau said they are to meet 
again in the fall when the work¬ 
ing groups are to report back. 

“The commitment we made 
today, with the Vancouver Dec¬ 
laration, shows all first ministers 
in this country united on carbon 
pricing mechanisms T he said. 

“The fact that we have con¬ 
sensus on the need to include 
carbon pricing in our approach 
to addressing climate change 


thing indeed. 

He added he's happy there’s 
a plan to move forward while 
respecting regional differences. 

“The working group that we 
have put together will dig into 
the mechanisms that will be 


most effective and most appro¬ 
priate for each jurisdiction, rec¬ 
ognizing that there are areas that 
fare greater challenges."

A Malagasy veterinarian is in 
Winnipeg to get first-hand sur¬ 
gery training in hopes of spar¬ 
ing native wildlife, like lemurs.

“In school, you get next to no 
practical training.” raid Winni¬ 
peg veterinarian Jonas Watson 
about vet training in Madagascar. 

Watson, of Tuxedo Animal 
Hospital, is one of the vets behind 
.Vlad Dog initiative, an organiza¬ 


tion that goes to Madagascar to 
trap, spay or neuter and then 
release stray cats and dogs. 

An overpopulation of strays 
on the island has wreaked havoc 
on native wildlife, said Watson, 
thanks in part to a lack of prac¬ 
tical veterinary training to keep 
pet populations down. 


In order to help Malagasy vets 
get that training, they’re brought 
to Canada to learn surgeiy in a 
Canadian clinic. 

On Feb. 26, vet Tsiky RajaonEL- 
rivelo left Madagascar for the first 
time and made the 30-hour flight 
to Winnipeg where she's work¬ 
ing with about a dozen different 


vets. She's currently at Biiduvood 
Animal Hospital.

The Republican's most re¬ 
cent presidential nominees, 
Mitt Romney and John McCain, 
lambasted current front-runner 
Donald Trump on Thursday, 
calling him unfit for office and 
a danger for Ehe nation, in an 
extraordinary show of intra¬ 
party chaos. 

"His is not the temperament 
of a stable, thoughtful leader," 
Romney declared. He called 
Thump "a phoney" who is "play¬ 
ing the American public for 
suckers," a man whose “im¬ 
agination must not be married 
to real power." 

Hours later. Trump lashed 


back, calling Romney “a choke 
artist” who lost to Barack 
Obama four years ago only 
because he was such a poor 
candidate. 

T he vicious feud marked a 
near-u npreced ented see nario 
pitting the Republican Party's 
most prominent leaders, past 
and present, against each other 
as Democrats begin to unite 
around Hillary Clinton. 

Underlying the clash is a 
bleak reality for panicking 
Republican officials: Beyond 
harsh words, there is little they 
see to stop Trump’s march to¬ 
ward the presidential nom¬ 
ination. Party leaders are por¬ 
ing over complicated delegate 
math, outlining hazy scenarios 
for a contested national con¬ 
vention and even flirting with 
the idea of a third-party effort. 

Romney confidant Ron Kauf¬ 
man, a senior member of the 
Republican National Commit¬ 


tee, openly embraced the pos¬ 
sibility of a contested conven¬ 
tion: “If that’s the only way to 
stop Trump, it makes sense," 
he told The Associated Press.

Music and arts 
events booking 
more Canadian 
performers 

The Toronto Sketch Comedy 
Festival has recruited some 
notable American names in the 
past, including Saturday [Sight 
Live star Kate McKinnon and 
writer-actor Michael Lan Black. 

But this year it will be an 
exclusively Canadian event 
for a reason that's no laughing 
matter: The low loonie means 
the fest can't afford to book 
international talent. 

This year’s Jineup is all 
homegrown and a bit more 
eclectic than usual, with 
names including Rush guitarist 
Alex Lifeson and Dave 6 [dim 
of the Rheostatics, along with 
comedians Gavin Crawford Jes¬ 
sica Holmes and Sean Cullen. 

They may be household 
names on this side of the bor¬ 
der, but the festival isn’t ex¬ 
pecting to sell as many tickets 
as in previous years. 

“1 think we probably will 
not,” says Paul Snepsts. exec¬ 
utive director of the event, 
which kicked off Thursday. 


"That's not because of a lack 
of talent in this country. Jt just 
seems, and l think this is true 
in music as well as comedy, 
that we have a tendency to 
be prone to buying into some¬ 
thing once it has achieved suc¬ 
cess elsewhere.” 

Some other arts festivals 
are a! so grappling with the 
weak dollar. 

"We're feeling it somewhat," 
says josh Grossman, artistic 
director of the TD Toronto Jazz 
festival, which showcases tal¬ 
ent from around the world. 

Grossman says he's heard 
organizers of other Festivals 
say the loonie is also affecting 
their approach to program¬ 
ming. 

He expects his festival may 
have to raise some ticket prices 
"a little bit * 

"It s hand to say exactly, but 
a show that we might have 
been able to sell for S25 last 
year is maybe going to be S3D 
this year, that sort of thing," 1 
he siivs. 

T here is a silver lining. 

Festivals focusing on domes¬ 
tic acts means homegrown 
talent has a chance to shine. 

The low loonie may also spur 
more Americans to conie up 
to Canada and attend these 
very festivals.

He said it was a profound insight into the minds of perpetrators 
of atrocities like the Holocaust. But reputable science must be replicable. And the Milgram experiments, which required that resea re hers tell 
people to harm others, were so ethically problematic there was really no way to repeat them in a modem lab. But now, someone has tried.

The dietary-advice industry is a 
duck pond: it’s full of quacks. 

To your question: Yes. elim¬ 
ination diets (Le, dairy-free) 
have their place for children 
with an allergy idiagnosed by 
a doctor, usually with a skin 
test), or an intolerance (such as 
lactose intolerance and others). 

A study out of Umea U ni- 
versity in Sweden this week 


looked at food allergies and 
parent-identified hypersensi¬ 
tivities in 2,5S5 seven- and 
eight-year-olds. Just 0.6 per 
cent showed evidence of reac¬ 
tions to at least one basic food 
I milk, eggs, fish or wheat). 

But eight limes as many had 
parents who said they were al¬ 
lergic to one of those things. 
Years later, many of the kids 
were still on restricted diets, 
though the majority had 


either outgrown their allergy 
or intolerance (many do), or 
never had it in the fmsL place.

He's handsome, talented and 
built like an action star but he 1 s 
been done in time after time by 
poor choices, 

Pitt makes Fight Qub, Butler 
makes Law Abiding Citizen. Leo 
stars in The Departed, Cerard 


does Machine Cun Preacher. 
Years ago the website Gawk- 
er placed Butler on movie star 
probation, calling him a “pro¬ 
fessional bad decision maker" 
alongside notable career fritter- 
ers Cuba Gooding Jr. and John 
Travolta. A look at his JMDB 
page suggests t hey were on to 
something. 

He's a utility player, comfort¬ 
able switching genres the way 
most of us change our socks. 
One minute he’s a romantic 


comedy star, the next he's chok¬ 
ing out bad guys on screen. He's 
flirted with Shakespeare and 
provided voices for cartoons. 

He's done sci-fi flicks, music¬ 
als and even a rendering of the 
Anglo-Saxon epic poem Beowulf 

It’s not like he hasn't enjoyed 
some very big hits. In 300 he 
land his meticulously crafted 
six-pack) played King Leonidas, 
a Spartan who led 300 soldiers 
against the might of the Per¬ 
sian army. 


It's the film equivalent of a 
heavy metal concert — loud, 
brutal and completely un¬ 
compromising — and it made 
him an action hero. 

People have a soft spot for 
Dear Frankie, his breakout film 
and the one that turned him 
into a heartthrob with serious 
dramatic chops.

Simone estate slams 
casting call in biopic 


If there wus any doubt about 
how Nina Simone's family feels 
about the upcoming biopic star¬ 
ring Zoe Saldana, recent social 
media posts make it clear they 
are not pleased. 

A fresh round of criticism 
For the film erupted after the 
trailer and poster for Nina were 
unveiled Wednesday. 

Saldana posted a quote from 
the singer and civil lights activ¬ 
ist on Twitter, and Simone's es¬ 
tate responded with: “Cool story 
but please take Nina's name 
out your mouth, for the rest 
of your life.” 

Simone's daughter and others 
have decried the choice to cast 
a light-skinned actress as the 
African-American activist since 
Saldana took the part in 2012. 
Her skin was apparently dark¬ 
ened for the role. 

At the time. Simone's daugh¬ 
ter, Simone Kelly said: "Appe;ir- 
ance-wise this is not the best 
choice. 1 " 

“My mother was raised at a 
time when she was told her nose 
was too wide, her skin was too 
dark." Kelly told the New York 
Times in a 2012 interview. 


The Simone estate tweeted 
Wednesday: “Hopefully people 
begin to understand this is pain¬ 
ful. Cut-wrenching, heartbreak¬ 
ing. nauseating, soul-crushing. It 
shall pass, but for now... 41 

ihe singer's estate cooperat¬ 
ed with producers of the Netflix 
documentary What Happened, 
Miss Simone? which was nom¬ 
inated for an Oscar this year. 

Robert L. Johnson, founder 
and chairman of the studio re¬ 
leasing Nina, describes Saldana's 
performance as “an exceptional 
and mesmerizing tribute." 

“She gave her heart and soul 
to the role and displayed her 
extraordinary talent." he said 
in a statement Thursday. 

“The most important thing 
is that creativity or quality of 
performance should never be 
judged on the basis of colour, or 
ethnicity, or physical likeness. 1 " 

Representatives for Saldana 
and the Simone estate did not 
respond to requests for com¬ 
ment Thursday, 

RIj Entertainment will release 
Nina in theatres, digital HD and 
video on demand on April 22.

“lb be 4 good jourruilist you have 
to be a bit of a chameleon" says 
Kim Barker. “You have to be ac¬ 
cepting of different cultures, dif¬ 
ferent languages and different 
situation s. I have always been 
the kind of person who feels 
like they can go into any situa¬ 
tion and fit in" 

In real Life, Barker is a journal¬ 
ist who worked at the Chicago 
Tribune as a reporter and vol¬ 
unteered to become a foreign 
correspondent in Afghanistan 
and Pakistan, In reel life, she’s 
played by Tina key in Whiskey 
lango Foxtrot as an expatriate 
television journalist addicted to 
the rush of living and working 
in a war zone. 

Whiskey foxtrot lango plays 
like Animal House with warlords, 
or maybe bear and Loathing in 
Afghanistan, but Barker describes 
the reality of her time there in 
more poetic terms. 

“In Afghanistan everything 
looks like a picture," says Bark¬ 
er. “‘Everything is so beautiful. 
The people are beautiful, the 
landscape is beautiful. You :ire 
surrounjcled by mountains when 
you're in Kabul. (The people) are 
very friendly, very direct with 
very good sense of humour. Also 
Afghanistan has men with long 
beards and pick up trucks and 
guns who hate the government, 
Ihal is familiar to me. 1 grew np 
in Montana." 

At the beginning of her time 


abroad Barker was a fish out of 
water but soon learned to cultur¬ 
ally adapt and love the country. 

“1 remember on my second 
trip there meeting a guy who 
asked if 1 wanted to go fishing 
with him. J grew up fishing but 
fishing in Afghanistan is a little 
bit different because it usually 
involved throwing a grenade into 
the lake and stunning the fish or 
blowing them out of the water 
or using generator wires to elec¬ 
trocute them. T hat just doesn’t 
seem very spoiling to me." 

Barker's book. The Taliban 
Shuffle came to Tina Key shortly 
after a New York Times review 
mentioned Barker's similarity 
to the comedic actress. 

"Tina Fey saw it, 1 * Barker says, 
" I think her people probably 
showed it to her or my people. I 
don't really have people but my 
agent sent it over to her people, 
She read the book and within 
two weeks of that review coming 
out she pushed Paramount and 
Lome Michaels jwho produced 
the movie) to option the book 
and make it into a movie. 


“(People) said, Who's going to 
play you?' 1 said. A smart funny 
woman in Hollywood,' and every¬ 
body was like. Tina Fey?’ It was 
everybody's first answer" 
Barker describes having her 
life turned into a film as surreal 
“It's hard to even think about," 



she say's, “people seeing this in a 
theatre. They are going to equate 
me with Kim Barker even though 
(that) Kim Barker is a version of 
me. It's fictionalized. 1 " 

She says the film screenwriter 
Robert Carlock told her early on 
that they would have to “Holly¬ 
wood this up." Changes to the 
basic story were made, and when 
they sent her a final copy of the 
script in 201-1 she couldn't bring 
herself to read it, Finally her best 
friend read the script “to make 
sure it is not going to embar¬ 
rass you" 

“She read it and said, ‘It's fine. 
It's good. It's really good. You’re 
probably not going to like parts 
of it because it makes you seem 
more heroic than you think of 
yourself? She was absolutely 
right. I’m not that brave"

The Legend of Kiimey Thomson 
is el movie Robert Carlyle was 
destined to make. The Once 
Lrpon a Time star not only plays 
the lead character, he directed 
the Scottish black comedy about 
an awkward barber who unwit¬ 
tingly becomes a serial killer. 

"I was offered this four or five 
times purely as an actor over a 
period of five or six years," be 
says. “I can't get away from it." 

The script is based on The 
Long Midnight of Barney Thom¬ 
son by Douglas Lindsay, a novel 
The Scotsman described els "glee¬ 
fully macabre." 

Carlyle, a Mary hill. Glasgow 
native, liked the screenplay but 
SEiys, “there were certain aspects 
of Glasgow culture that were 
missing from it." 

“In Glasgow we have a way 
of speaking to one another that 
is kind of harsh. That was mis¬ 
sing.' 1 He drew from persona! 
experience to find Glasgow sites 


that “fitted in with Harney's life.' 1 

"A lot of the locations you see 
in the Elm like the Earrowland 
Ballroom are places that are 
kind of dying and might not 
be around for much longer so 
I thought this was an interest¬ 
ing way of documenting some 
of these places." 

Initially he signed on only as 
an actor but soon found himself 
doing double duty. “Believe me 
when 1 say, it certainly wasn't 
my idea." says Carlyle. “J can't 
remember hut from whichever 
source it came from it seemed to 
be an interesting hook to hang 
this on that not only w r as I go¬ 
ing to be in it but direct it also. 
That enthused the financiers." 

The first time feature film 
director selvs he took his lead 
for the tone of the movie from 
the book and the script. 

“Let's not have the camera 
moving around and spinning 
around in circles. Let's spend the 
time on the performances and 
not the camera angles, which 
you end up cutting anyway." 

He recruited an all-star cast, 
including Sir Tom Courtney. Ray 
Winstone and his old Trainspot¬ 
ting cast mate James Cosmo. In a 
CEisting coup, he hired two time 
Oscar winner Emma Thompson 
to play against type as Barney's 
monstrous mom.

likens their duties to the un¬ 
forgettable pairing of Key and 
Poehler at the Golden Clobes. 

“We're going to beat our 
writers up and say, L No, give 
us something else to say!’ 
until it's l ight," Arden jokes. 

"I've got 19 gown changes, 
so it's going to be exhausting." 

Arden says she's aiming 
high for the Junos given the 
splash that several Canadian 
nominees made internation¬ 
ally in the past year. 

Some of them are also 
lined up to take the stage 
to perform* including The 
Weeknd, Alessia Cara and 
Shawn Mendes. 

“You’ve got Canadians dis¬ 
placing other Canadians for 
the top of the charts," adds 
Montgomery. 

“If that doesn't paint a pic¬ 
ture of what we can proudly 
lay claim to here in Canada 


... then nothing is going to 
do it for you." 

Over the next month, 
Arden and Montgomery will 
brainstorm ideas on how to 
make their hosting duties 
special. 

“WeYe going to have a lot 
of fun," Arden says. 

"1 know that seems kind of 
trite, but we're supposed to 
be referees, we're supposed 
to keep the show moving and 
set a tone." 

Only hours after meeting 
each other for the first time, 
the hosts were already ex¬ 
changing the sort of witty 
banter you'd expect from two 
old friends. 

Montgomery concedes that 
while neither Arden or him¬ 
self have set fool on a Satur¬ 
day Might Live stage — like 
Key and Poehler — they've 
got the spirit to channel their 
own version of the classic 
pairing. 

Both are also bringing a 
formidable level of experi¬ 
ence to the table, as they've 
already fronted major Can¬ 
adian TV events. 

Arden, who rose to fame on 
Canada's music scene in the 
1990s with hits like Could 1

Trudeau interview to air on 60 Minutes 


A profile interview with Jus¬ 
tin Trudeau is to air Sunday 
cm the iconic CBS program 
fiO Minutes, just days before 
the prime minister travels 
to Washington, D,C,, for a 
state visit, 

A promotional blurb on the 
network’s website describes 
Trudeau as “a scion of Can¬ 
adian political royalty" from a 
family often compared to the 
Kennedys i n the United States. 


It touches on the Liberal 
decision to bring in 25,000 
Syrian refugees, a move ques¬ 
tioned by some in the United 
States. 

Trudeau has defended the 
refugee plan as safe and the 
right thing to do, saying he 
prefers openness and respect 
to erecting barriers and im¬ 
posing oppressive policies. 

He concedes there is a lisk, 
but no more so than when¬ 


ever any tourist, immigrant 
or refugee enters the country. 

In a brief clip of the inter¬ 
view posted on the site, cor¬ 
respondent Lara Logan asks 
the prime minister about his 
“unusual path" to the job and 
criticism that he wasn't ready 
for it. 

“1 was a snowboard in¬ 
structor, J was a bouncer in a 
nightclub, 1 was a whitewater 
river guide ... J worked as a 


teacher," he replies. “I make 
no apologies for a very varied 
set of life experiences." 

He shrugs off suggestions 
that he is too young and un¬ 
prepared. 

“You cannot let yourself be 
defined by the hopes that you 
will fulfil the darkest wishes 
of your opponents." he says.

When Downton Abbey con¬ 
cludes mi March 6. there's 
little chance the series finale 
will abruptly cut to black, 
followed by excruciati ng 
silence, leaving loyal fans 
wondering if Lord Grantham 
got whacked. It would be 
preposterous — and not only 
because David Chase already 
did that back in 2007 when 
he ended The Sopranos but 
also because Downton's cre¬ 
ator Julian Fellgwes knows his 
fans: they would not tolerate 
an ambiguous ending whose 
meaning (like Chase's) could 
be debated for eternity. They 
want a happy conclusion, 
preferably bow-tied by the 


likes of Mr Carson. 

Over six seasons, the Brit¬ 
ish drama has chronicled the 
lives lived both upstairs and 
downstairs in the Ceoigian- 
era country home. Simon 
and I used to watch Downton 
together. But when plots start¬ 
ed to approximate soap oper¬ 
as in both length and content 
— Anna and Mr. Bales have 
lu be two Of' the unluckiesl 
characters ever on TV — no 
amount of tea cups, gorgeous 
Edwardian costuming and 
posh accents could help make 
the show feel more than a 
guilty pleasure. We tuned out, 

But knowing Ilia t Down- 
ton was soon to end. I got 
curious, What has Mrs. Pal- 
more been cooking up in the 
kitchen?

approximating what most 
of us think of as dinner, For 
me, this is a green salad with 


thin slices of raw, red onion, 
some tangy goat cheese and a 
lemon dressing served along¬ 
side a big fat piece of baguette 
with butler and a crisp, dry 
white wine. 

1 already know how ] want 
Downton to- end. Imagine 
we flash forward to today 
when tour groups are be¬ 
ing lead through the seem¬ 
ingly endless rooms by the 
current owners. They make 
their money by opening up 
the home: is a hit of mem 
realism considering this is 
how most of England's great 
country estates survive today 
— including Highdere Castle 
which doubles as Downton. 

A little boy on the tour no¬ 
tices a photo on the wall of 
lady Mary. 'What happened 
to her?' he will ask. The new 
Lord will explain, and so on 
so forth, until the sepia-toned 
portraits of a vanished era 
have yielded lives fully lived- 
“All life is a series of problems 
which we must try and solve, 
first one and then the next 
and then the next," as the 
Dowager said, "until at last 
we die." 

But I'm not holding my 
breath.

Nature's frozen carvings drift 
through Iceberg Alley each 
spring and summer but early 
arrivals n ea r N ewfoundland 1 s 
eastern shores have already lit 
up social media. 

Eric Abbott did a double take 
in mid-January when he first 
saw a giant siab off HU is ton, 
N.L Since then, his photos of 
it and another water-sculpted 
berg off the pretty coastal town 
of Honavista have drawn admir- 
ers from around the province 
and beyond. 

“Most of the time I've seen 
them in Marcher April," he said 
in an interview. “There's people 
saying 'Eric, you think they'll be 
there in March month?' I say: 
'My darling, the one in Elliston 
is grounded, it's only shifting 
back and forth. I allow" it’ll be 
there in August, 

Many Newfoundlanders who

Byron Briggs, superintendent 
of Atlantic region ice operations 
for the Canadian Coast Guard, 
said it's not unusual to have ice¬ 
bergs off Newfoundland’s east 
coast this time of year.
